A HEROIC INDIAN LAD. 

One of the most heroic deeds that bus 
come under our notice of late was that 
recently iperfonned by the .Indian 1,-id who 
came out of tho Yukon country with thu 
now deceased iiiesseiiger, Tmii WillianiH. 
Thu hoy is hut eighteen years nf age, but 
through blinding HtnriiiH, intense cnld, and 
nearly famished, he stuck to his bewihlor- 
ed and helpless white cotiipanion at the 
iunuiuunt risk of his own lifo, , It seems 
that he and his cempanioi\^'left the mouth 
of Sbowart river with dogs and sled. At 
Lake I.ebarge one of the ilngs gave oiil, 
and on reaching the top of the range tiii- 
uthur fell from exhaustion, leaving tho 
men withmit means of drai^ng their 
ett'eets. At this point a sovtjro snowstorm 
overtook them. They were atti very high 
altitude, tmd the cold was intense. But 
they struggled bravely on, and linally, in a 
half-frozeji condition, reached wli.it is 
known as the stone liuiia*), wliieli is 
nothing more than two large boulders, 
three liiiles below tho liummit.' ' Here 
they built thotjlselves a snow house, and 
subsisted for live days without fire and 
food, e.xeepc .-i little iliy tliiiir. The wliiti! 
man was badly fro/.en, and from the sud- 
den changes of intense cold outside to the 
warmth of the snow hut, he contracted 
pneumonia, and waa. unable, to help hiin- 
Holf in the least. On the' niornih'g of blie 
sixth day, thu half-famishcd travelers 
eiiierged from their snow-hmise leaving all 
their etreets within, and startixl for Cliil- 
koot. The white mini li.ail gniie but a short 
distance when \n'. gave out imd full down 
from ahoer uxliaustimi in the snow to die. 
The heroic boy then t,ook the white man on 
hiB back and i^eBumed htfl lonely journey. 
The snow lay about two feet deep up- 
on the ground, the storm w.is raging fu- 
riously and the cold was iiiteni.e, and the 
lad with the huiiian hurdeii on his back, 
was five days iniiking a distance of twelve 
miles, when he was found hy some Chil- 
kat Indians. A sled was then construct- 
ed, and by their united etl'nrts, the white 
man was taken to llealy's store, where lie 
died a few hours after. Vuv t.velve days 
the wi\'iry iiieKHengers were without tire 
and food. The liulian boy was liroiight 
down to Juneait' a few days ago mi the 
atcaniur Yukon. Flo was badly froveii 
durhig his trip, but is now about 
recovered with the ex(;epti(m of one of 
his great toes, which will prob.ibly 
have t(i bo amputated, lie is from the 
far interior, bub an intelligent lad, and 
Hhows groat hiterest 'in the now and 
sbntnge aiglita he sees here. .^He gazed 
with awe upon .Timmy .Sliake's coal cart 
and horse, having never seen one of the 
latter before; when he paHsed Cato, oui- 
colored tinsmith, on the street, he stop- 
ped, looked at him and then remarked: 
"That man imist have been badly frozen 
to come out 8o bhick. " lie will reiiuiio 
here until warm weather, and then return 
to his home on the Yukon river. The 
good oil i/eiis of .liineau wiU care for hiin 
as long as he remaina in our inidab. —

A SMUCiGLER CAUGHT, 

On the night of March 4t,h Deputy 
Miirsliall Thiiiiias iind Deputy Collector 
Wilson learned of t he presence in Wraii- 
gel of F. L. Bangs, who wu.s known U^ ha 
engaged in smuggling li(]iior into tho ter- 
ritory from British Columbia. A half- 
breed boy who accompauitid him,,, was . 
found and made to reveal the.hidmg 
lilaco of Bangs^sloo'i» — a little baj' tfireo- 
miles south of Wrtmgel. The oflicers 
(piickly put oir in a sni.iU ho;it, and seized 
the sloiip. Bang.s, seeing the boat start 
for the sloop, tittemptiid to escape, but 
WHS captured on the beach and brought 
back, witli tliu sloop, to Wrangel, where 
ho waa lodged in jad. . The seized cargo 
consisted of 12 ctusea of whiskey tiiid gin, 
3 kegs (It) gals, each) of bnindy, and 7 
kegs of whiskey. The cost value of tho 
li(pior at Fort Simp.son was about §500. 
There were besides some articles of gen- 
eral nierchandiHe, which will of course be 
forfeited to the government with tho 
sloop. In Mr. Biiug's .short career in 
Alaska the luoverb, "the way of the 
transgressor is hard," has been strikingly 
illustrated. He came hero last spring 
with his father, having soniu §3,000 in 
goods and cash, and commenced to trade 
with the natives. But, discovuring about 
^•J.OOO worth of goods belonging to a 
Klawack chief, "eaclied" in ii little 
house in the woods, ho, with another 
mail, robbod the- "ciicbe " and con- ; 
veyed most of the booty t(j .luneau. But 
tho theft waa discovered, and the thieves 
Iilaced in the Sitka jail until the October 
term of court at Juneau, when thoy were 
tried. But , althonnli t he case was a voi^y 
plain one the jury ilisagreed, and tho iic- 
cused were allnwed to ^o free tiftur re ■ 
stnritigall the stolen )iroiierty, and paying 
.^10(1 hesides to the chief Inr his time and 
trnulile. This crime, which Bangs now 
openly .ickuowledges, coat him three 
months in jail ;ind .S;1,000. To buUd up 
again his diminished fortune, Btmgs be- 
L!an tn make trips tn t he sout hern part of 
the archijielagn, ostensibly tn trade wibh 
the natives, hut principally to smuggle 
liquor froiii Fort .Siniiisoii into Alaska. 
Late in the f.ill ho took a c.irgo of whisky 
to.lnne.iii, narrowly osc.-iiiiiig e;ipture,by 
our vigil.int oflicers at Wrangel, beached 
the liquor iie.U' Ibe tnwu, iitid left it in 
charge of il young man to sell at .Juneau. 
But the young man stole it, sold it tiiid 
getaway with the money. Nntliiiig dis- 
couraged, Bangs gatlier(;d toget her all tho 
funds he could coiuiiiaud, .'iiul again n.dicd 
for Port .Simpson, where he invested all 
in the jiresiuit car^jo, with the final result 
iilinve noted. Now he has lost all his 
iiioiiey, liis liiial .■iiul his ciirgo, iind baa 
the certain prospect before hiin of a term 
ill prison.

THE PUBLIC FUNERAL. 

The Last Bites Accorded the fiemaiof oi the 
Late Premier, Hon. Wm.Smlthe. 

Yesterday was tho day set apart for the 
public funeral accorded tho late Hon. 

William Sinitbo, and in complianco with 
notice and a general desire to pay a mark 
of rospout to the moinory <)t tho deceased 
premier, all provincial and civic ollicos 
wore closed, as wore also nearly all tho 
wholesale and retail houses of the city. 
Shortly befoi-e ten o'clock a laige number 
had assoinbled on Birdcage walk at the 
residence of tho Hon. .John llobson. Tho 
Victoria Ritlles and (iarrisou Artillery, 
under charge of Lieut. -Col. Wolfendo]i 
and headed by their band, marched to 
Michigan street and tiiok up tho lino of 
march. Shortly after the magnilicent 
hears^, drawn by four horses^ covered 
with black velvet, and th'ii "carriages for 
the chief mourners and otlicinl party drove 
slowly up to tbo residence. A last look 
was tjiken by tbo family and noar friends 
of the doceasud, whon tiie handsomo 
ciskot containing the remains was fasten- 
ed, and preparations were made to bear 
tho burdbiiMtp' the lheoi pall- 
bearers wore all hioinlieii' of the legisla- 
ture: Col. Raker, and Messrs. Thoo. 
Davie, John Orant, Huiiry Croft, D. W. 
Higgins, Forbes O. Vornou, J. H. Turner 
and Geo. B. Martin. 

The casket was coTored with a 
wealth of llowers, offerings from 
the frieiids of the ' family.- 'At about 
Imlf-past ten the casket was homo tt) tho 
hearse and every preparation was nmdo to 
st,-irt. Supt. Roycraft, of the provincial 
police, was marshal, and Cbas. Uftyward 
directed the funeral arrangonionta. Tim 
bands commenced tho grand and aoloinn 
strains of tho "Dead March in Saul," and 
thecor/ci/d slowly proceededdown 'Michigan 
street, and then on to St, James church. 
The procession moved in the following 
order:

Arrived at the church the casket was 
tjikeii into the siicred edilico, and tho 
beautiful service for tbo dead was cele- 
brated by the Von.

After the impressive ceremony, tho 
procession re-formed and proceeded by 
way <if D.illas road and Humboldt 
street to (lovernmenfc atroot. It having 
coinmeiiceil to rain, tho sclioel children 
disbanded at tbo churcli. Previous to 
this the procu.ssion must liave reached 
over half a mile in length, there beiug 
over tifty carriages and a liirgo attendance 
of every class of citizens <iii foot. The 
places of business on (•overumunt street 
wore closed, many flugB wuro Hying at 
half mast on public and |)rivato buildings, 
tho various bolls were slowly tolled, and 
tlie'streets crowded with spectflUirs. The 
,:<irt:-ijr proceeded U[) Vates to. UouglaH 
street, along Douglas to .jolm, and along 
the latter t<i Russell's Station, where the 
remains were placed on board the funeral 
tmin in waiting. 

Hero tlie public fiinend ended, the 
friends of the family, members of the Do- 
minion and [irovincial parliaments, tho 
city council and civil service utBcers only 
going on to Somenoa. 

The arrangements wore oirriod out ui 
every way in a liecoming manner, and the 
obi-i^i(uieH were of a most imposing char- 
acter. Worthy the honored dead. 

THK rlllVATE FUNKUaL. 

At one o'clock sharp tho train, with 
the engine and cars nicely draped, pulled 

out of Ilussell stiilioii in charge of Con- 
ductor Coburn. Three c<iache3 wuro oc- 
cupied by the luembers of the coninion.s 
and legisl.il lire, tin; mayor and councillors 
and lliw geiier.il public who desired to fol- 
low the reiii.iius to the last resting-place, 
while .Mrs. Smithe.addrotheHiidy mourn- 
oiH occupied a (irivato oar at the rear of 
the train. The run to Somonos slation 
occupieil two and a half hours, ordei-s 
having been given to "run shnv." At 
several of the st;ition8 along the route, 
eajiecially at MoPherson'a, Kokesailah and 
Duncan's, the settlers assembled in hirgu 
numbers and boarded the tTain,'aU anxiouB 
to pay the last tribute of respect to hini 
who had represented theui So worthily in 
the councils of their country and whom 
they had long loved as woU for tho virtues 
of his private character as for tho con- 
sistency and faithfulness of his public 
career. Many an honest, sturdy old 
s(!tth;r was ln'.ird lo say, as he shook his 
head mournfully, "This is a sad day 
for Cowii'liaii ; she has loEt her 
best friend." Everyone felt, and 
not unreasonably, that tho distriet 
had sustained an irreparable loss. The 
t rain arrived at Somenoa at 3:30, where 
a largo number wore waiting for' the 
funeral iiarty. Here llie casket was re- 
moved to thti waiting room, where the 
lid was thrown b.ack to give the people 
an (.'pportunity Ui look upon tho features 
of their late friend. Many camo forward 
t<i take their last look. In a fow niinutos 
the casket was again closed, and being 
placed in the hearse, tho fuiioral pro 
cession moved oil' t<i tho Metliodiat 
ciiurchyard, wdiich is about half-a-mile 
distant from the station. Soino bad car- 
riages, but the majority wont on foot. 
On arriving at tho grave, the coftiji rest- 
.ing at tile brink, prayers Tvero offered up 
by tlie Rev. Archdeacon Scriven',' and the 
hymn "Pefore .lehovab's Awful Tiirono" 
was sung. The body was then consigned to 
its hist resting place and the sad ceremony 
was over. The train was ftgaiu boarded, 
ami at 5:,'U) st-irted on its homeward 
journey, arriving at RussuU's Station at 
7:15.

Gooil News Heralded. 

Coarse Gold Is " Striicli " ami Miners 3Iak.e a 
Kiish for Forty-Mild CrtH'k— The Pjiteon^ie-,- j 
Case— Reported Mussucre of Mtneri' " ' 
—Newsy Notes. 

From late numbers of tbo Alaskan 
Free Frn'ss we are enabled to extract some 
of the hitest news concerning tho lonely 
Yukon, -,miiung holds. It is uf a satisfac- 
tory cliantcter and there is good i)ro8- 
pects that' tlio northern part of tho 
province and the North-west territory is 
rich in gold — |)lacer and (jiiartz. A loca- 
tion of tho Alaskaii-Uanadian boundary 
lino is urgently needed, as there can bo no 
(piostion that the rich gold liolds discover- 
ed are within pur bordew. This being 
tho case, , a,ilMge',.rSV;o'iiue'|8 
tlie Dominioii and trade fo'tho province. 

Following are some extracts from lottora 
received by tho Yukon mail: 

Head of Tidk Watkk, 

March !)th. 

FiiiKND "Sli.m," — AVo arrived here safe 
and sound. The boys are all up at Sheep 
camp yet. Tw<i of them came down yos- 
tenlay. It is very cold now and the wind 

is blowing like tho d 1. -The snow on 

tbo summit of the range is piled straight 
U]) and down. Reports gleaned from the 
recovered Yukon mail are very flattering 
for that country. A strip of ten miles on 
Sixl.y-Mile creek pays .an ounce i)er day 
per man; bars have been found on Forty- 
Milo creek, with bed-rock, that show up 
nuggets weighing Beventy-tive cents. The 
gold from this latter' pLice is coarse and 
very lino ■ looking. Provisions in tho 
Yukon are very scarce. 

FUANK Dl.N.SMOUK. 

"Wo next went back to Sixty-mile 
crook, and upon ouraiTivalwe found there 
was a big excitement and x\ stampede for 
Forty-mile creek. I'laiikliii, Lambert, 
t)'lirien and others went there about the 
timo we wont uj) Sixty-mile creek, and 
Franklin and O'Briou bad got back and 
reported fine prospects of course gold; and 
that they bad fuiuid pay, for sixty miles 
up the creok and on twelve creeks putting 
into it from either side. They left four 
or live dollars in dust with liariier, and 
some of the iiieces weighed over fifty 
cents. Thoy liud stjirted back to winter 
before 1 arrived, and did not get to see 
them. Brown, who cuuio in with Stewart 
and Flanneiy, 'went there witii Maiden. 
Thoy rocked several days and, 1 have it 
on good authority, tli.at they cleaned up 
from ?<H to «;lo per day .apiece. The 
creok runs through a canyon and tho b.ars 
are small bed-rock bars carrying flat gold. 
SVo killed' 'a 'big',* 'fiif biill liwioso on our 
trip. T. Kekriuan." 

"You probably remember Loslie, the 
man who tigured most prominently in the 
Holmes steaiiilioat case. He gor three 
men from .luiieau Ui go with liiiii on a 
"bonanza racket," telling tliein lie knew 
whore there was a mountjiin of gold. They 
took it all in and wont. Leslie could not 
tind tho particular inouiil.aiii, and, prob- 
ably thinking his coinpaiiioiis would seek 
revenge on him for leading them on a 
wild-go<ise chase, he attempted at two 
ditl'ereiit linii'S to poison them. Leslie 
was ordered by his coinpanions to eat the 
poisoned licaiis, or they would, hang him, 
whereiiiion he jumped out of bed, grabbed 
his gun, and in the scutlle that ensued, 
the gun w.as discharged, nearly striking 
one of the men. .Seeing that the crowd 
was too much lor him be ran away, a dis' 
tJinco of ten niilea, to another camji, with 
nothmg but his shirt and drawers on. A 
committee .WOh|i> up?from here to investi- 
gate the 'matter. They report Leslie's 
feet in a bad condilioii. Leslie claimed 
the poison got spilled in the jirovisions 
coming down the river. lUit it looks very 
bad, as lie was cooking for the jiarty, .and, 
having his own meal lirsi, he st.arted oil' on 
a hunt, tho supposition being that he 
would tind them dead on hia return, and 
he would bo considerabe grub ahead. 

"Tiiero has been coarse gcdd diggings 
found forty miles Ijeluw Fort Reliance, or 
120 miles from here. About half of the 
men who intonded' to winter here have 
gone there. Of course the extent of the 
new strike is not known. It seems that a 
nmii by the name of Franklin found t he 
place, which is on Forty-AIile creek. 'I'h 
c<iarse gold li.irs conniieiiee I wch'e miles 
from the mouth, e.xteiidiiigsixty miles up, 
but the best prospects are obtjdned from 
the small streains tl^at pt^t. itito the main 
crook from eith'er sille. Franklin claims 
he has got a gravel b,ir liOO fei!t long liy 
throo deep, and intends to work it with 
sluice boxes. Steele had built himself a 
cabin hero intending to winter in it, but 
ho could not resist t he temptation that tho 
now strike oirers, so him and his "klooteh" 
vaiiioosed the ranclie. .1, C S'l irr. 

"Cnii.cAT, Alaska, March 1, 'H7. 

"A rumor is alfoat that some. Stick In- 
dians arrived from the interior, stating 
that tho last party o'' mir.cr,' that went to 
the Yukon last fu.l, in a c rtain place on 
the Stewart river b id k uno trouble witl;

That white man 
that came across with some important 
news, and fro/.e In death before reaching 
here, must have had tidings concerning 
the all'air. R;P1NSKY."

In tho Yukon country, beyond a doubt, 
the wash gold has it origin in leads high 
up on the mountains, and there is where 
the proBi)e6tor •8h6uld' look for Ibdds Wd 
coarso gold.

Tho first of a series of lectures on' coui- 
nierciiil subjects, under the iiuspices of 
the Cliiiaibei' of Coinnioieo of the distriet 
of Montrejil, wus delivered by ex-Mayor 
lieaugnnid on "From Montreal to N'lin-

terms, ho adds: 

"I'ermit nie here, by way of parentlie- 
hIb a-s to tho industrial, ;i;^ricultural and 
coininurcial resources of British Columbia. 
With an areit of'341',305 apiaro inilos, a 
coast studdied with harbors eajialile of 
slieltoriiif; the f,'reatefit fleets nf the world, 
and .stretehtng for a distance of tiOO miles 
along the Paeifie oeoaii; with a splendid 
cliia.'ite which is eonijiaratively temperate, 
even in tho mountaiiKuis reifions, (Juliini- 
bia olfera i» new and vast field for coloniza- 
tion. 1 say new advisedly, for this 
iiniuense region has not at present a 
population of more than 50,000. lt.8 
natural wealth consiHts in its mines 
of gold, copper, Hilrer, and coal, 
already in the couise of exjiloi- 
tntiuu; in its fertile valleys, render- 
ed eaay of access by tlie construction of 
iho Pacific railway, adapted both for culti- 
vation and cattle raising.
